Estimated Cost Is $5,000;; 

Secured PWA Grant to 

Help Finance 



BIdfl for the conatructlon of Antl- 
och sewer extension project will bo 
opened December 18, according to an- 
nouncement made today by the Board 
of Local Improvements. 

The project, which Is to bo linanced 
In part by tho Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works, In- 
cludes the laying of approximately 
14&0 feet of six Inch and eight IncU 
sower pipe In Harden and Spafford 
streets and the construction of an 
nudertrround sewage pumping station. 
The pumping plant la noceasaty be- 
cause of tho lower elevation of tho 
Bouth 487 feet on Spafford street and 
Harden street The pumping units, 
automatic In operation, will raise the 
sewage In the line which will con- 
nect wth the village system at tho 
highest point In Spafford street. 
Thence It will bo carried through the 
Lake and Main street sewers to the 
septic tank. 

PWA Project 
The 'cost of tho Improvement, ac- 
cording to James Anderson Company, 
engineers, will be ?5,000. Payment 
for the work will be made partly In 
cash secured by the village from ft 
grant of the Federal Elmergency Ad- 
ministration of Public Works, about 
(1.400, and partly In special assesa- 
ment bonds to be laaueil In connection 
with the project Approval of the 
levy for the special osaesament was 
granted Friday at the court hearing 
In "Waukegan. The public benefit 
part of the coPt will be ?600, which 
will be paid by tho village at large 
put of the general fund. 

By reason of the grant of funds 
from the government all PWA re- 
quirements must bo complied with, 
and all bidders are required to be 
skilled In the character of the work 
and ahull have actually performed 
work of the same nature. Bidders 
are required to flle recorda of their 
qualifications, and to deposit with 
Mayor George B. Bartlett ten par 
cent of the total amount of their bid 
as a guarantee that a satlafactory 
bond win be executed upon awarding 
of the contract.

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TAXES— TI-IEN MORE TAXES 

The purchaser of a loif of bread, according to the 
National Investment Transcript, pays 17 kinds of 
taxes when he lays his dime on the counter. 

If he walks home on leaving the store, he is wear- 
ing out shoes which are taxed 23 times. 

It he rides in an automobile, lie is paying 42 diflcr- 
<mt kinds of taxes. 

If he takes a subway or an electric car. the total 
number of visible taxes which arc part of the cost of 
his fare runs to about 58. 

All of these taxes, obviously, arc indirect — and 
very few of us know that wc pay them. As the Tran- 
script says, "Tax ignorance is the crowning clement in 
:mass ignorance today." Most of us pay few or no 
' taxes directly — and we think because of that wc arc 
contributing nothing to the cost of government. 

There is not a thing in the world that isn't taxed. 
The house wc live in represents a legion of taxes — 
running all the way from taxes on standing timber to 
taxes paid by the store which sold the finishing paint 
and the manufacturers which produced it. Food, 
clothing, transportation, entertainment, periodicals, 
books— the tax bill is a substantial item in their cost

Construction touched bottom in 1935, when, dur- 
ing an average four weeks, only $18,000,000 was spent, 
as compared with $S9,000,000 durng a similar period in 
1931. The new campaign started in the middle of 
August, and in the four weeks following $19,000,000 
was spent. In the four weeks ending October 13, 
$29,000,000 went into homes, and $36,000,000 was 
spent during the four weeks which closed on November 
10. 

It is estimated that more than 1,000,000 homes, 
involving an expenditure of $8,000,000,000 would 
have been built had there been no depression.

ADMINISTRATOR AND EXECUTOR 
There Is a consldorablo amount of 
confusion existing In tho minds of 
tho average persona, with reference 
U) tho terms, "Administrator" and 
"Executor"; yot each has a soimrato 
and distinct moaning, which. If prop- 
erly understood, has a Bignlflcnnco of 
a different nature. 

Tho term "Administrator" Is ap- 
pllod to pcrsonfl appointed by tho 
Pmbato Court to administer the 
property and effects of a dnceased 
person. Such person, ns u^lnilnlstro- 
tor. Is rcaulrcd by law to dlfltrlbuti* 
such property In strict accordance 
wlLh the provisions of tho law applic- 
able to property of persons who dlo, 
leaving no will. In such caHcs, the 
various shares and proportions of tlie 
widow and children or parents, 
brothors and sisters, and other rela- 
tives, are exac:tly slated by tho law. 
Tho term "Kxocutor" Is applied to 



a person whose appointment Is con- 
firmed by tho Probate Court, to act 
as the executor of a deceased per- 
son's estate. An executor Is tho 
choice of the deceased person, while 
an adminlflirator may bo a person 
of the choice of the Probate Court 
or some of the heirs of the deceased. 
Tho executor carries out thn orders 
nnd Instructions us provided In the 
Will nf the deceased person deferred 
to by the Courts as the "Testator" 
and If femitle as "Tt'statrlx." Ukc- 
wIbo, a male person Is called an ad- 
ministrator and a female person ui 
ndaiinistratrlx. 

At the time of the winding up ur 
closing of an estate by an executor, 
he must account to the Probate 
Court and show that all tho terms of 
the Will hrivo been carried out apocl- 
(Ically as directed. In that event, 
the Probate Court approves the ac- 
count, and discharges the executor 



from further duty. 

The procedure Is aoniCTVhat Identi- 
cal with an iidtnlnlstrntor, except tho 
Court then doterniluoa that a division 
of the property or estate has been 
made in accordance wltlt the low 
known as the "Statute of Uescent 
and Distribution."

(makes 15 to 21 rolls) 
1 cako compresBcd yeast softened 
In Vi cup lukewarm water 
1 cup milk Rcaldod and cooled 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sugar 

2 tablespoons melted butter

About 3»/i cups Hour 
Few drops vanilla. 

Bring the milk to a boll and then 
stand It aside until It cools to a luke- 
warm lomporature. Crumble tho 
yeast Into lukuwarm water and allow 
to stand for a fow minutes or until 
you ore ready to mix tho dough. Af- 
ter you have let tbis stand for a while 
put tho lukewarm milk, sugar, salt, 
half tho flour and the dissolved yeast 
into a deep Iwwl and boat them all 
togothcr until bubbles como to tbo 
aurfaco of tho dough.

After knondlng, tho dough Is 
put Into a warm, greased bowl, cov- 
ered with a lid or folded cloth, and 
put In a warm (not hot) placo to 
rise. It Is left tlierc until It Is twice 
Its original sUo. This will take about 
two hours, If tho dough Is kopt luke- 
warm and the yeast Is not cut down. 

As soon as tho dough has risen to 
about twice its original size, punch 
It down until all the 'bubbles are out 
of It. About four or five punches will 
usually complete tbo Job. 

A second rising takes but an hour 
and again tho dough must bo knead- 
ed. A third rising of about fifteen 
minutes improves tho texture ol the 
broad. Tho dough la then ready to 
make Into rolls. What kind? Well, 
any ono of a dozen or more kinds of

Regardless of the typo to bo made, 
however, flrst put tho dough upon a 
floured bread iMiard and roll It with 
a floured rolling pin until tho gas 
bubbles seem to bo woll out.

'AHD IHt SCHOOL 
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Basketball 

A good game to play and a great 
pnme to watch, but what strenuous 
activity it can bcl Indeed, some 
coaches regard it ns tho most 
strenuous of our 
popular sports. 

Disregarding that 
point, we do know 
that it Is full of 
poBsibiliticB for 
strain, particularly 
upon the heart. For- 
tunately, most boys 
and girls playing basketball ore 
under adult supervision or wo 
would SCO far more damago than is 
actually tho case. And fortunately 
too, the practice of requiring medi- 
cal examinations of nil team candi- 
dates is becoming quite general. 

If this is not tho case in your 
community, and you happen to be 
the father or mother of a growing 
boy or girl, I urge you to give some 
thought to the situation. Discuss 
it with your family physician and 
with the school principal. Iicst you 
get tho wrong idea, may I empha- 
size that it isn't the gamo that is at 
fault nor would I have it discon- 
tinued anywhere. Tha points to 
consider are these: the child, his 
health, strength, fltncss, heart 
condition; tho frequency of play- 
ing; tho length of tho game or 
practice period; and tho size and 
abilities of the other players. 

In other words, we should al- 
ways be sure that the gamo is suit- 
able to tho individual child, and 
that it isn't overdone. We must be 
sure, too, that correct diet and 
ample sleep are accompaniments of 
any strenuous sport.

Hints* for Homcmakers

Cedar Lined 
Closet Urged 
In Every Home 

Tho modern home, hulldors say, 
should havo at least ono cloHct that 
Is cedar lined. It Is a slmplo opera- 
tion to transform ono of tho existing 
closets Into such a storage cupboard 
by simply rollning tho walls and coll- 
ing with cedar, 

Dcforo buying tho material, which 
comes in planks a quarter of an Inch 
thick, measuTo tho walls and ceiling 
to ascertain tho quantity nebeasary 
for tho Job. 

Plaster makes a good Insulator 
whon covered, so It Is not necessary 
to remove It before placing the cedar. 
To locate the studding, gontly tap tho 
plaster until the sound Intllcatos a 
solid foundation, verifying this by i 
driving n nail through the plaster. ] 
Whon tho lino of tbo studs and coll- 1 
Ing Joists has boon located, tho cedar 
should bo cut to tho proper lengths 
and the lining applied from tho floor 
up. 

Tho cedar boards should bo nallcil 
horizontally and should cover tho 
wall flush to tho celling. When lay- 
ing tho ceiling boards, they should 
ho placed at right angles to tho ceil- 
ing Joists. Proper measuring and 
sawing should Insure a tight flt whore 
tho walls and celling meet. A half 
Inch moulding along tlio walls at tho 
flood and colling linos will hide the 
Joints If this Is desrod. 




PRESSED WOOD, especially tho 
tompercd grade, has almost un- 
limited uses In homo Improvement 
and decoration. A friend recently 
called to my attention two uses 
that may bo of Interest to others. 
Sho used It offectlvoly to replaco 
tho bottom of a piano bench that 
had fallen out long ago; and now 
tho music Is no longer scattered In 
window allla and on chairs. Sho 
also used It to cover tho unsightly 
(op of a general utility table. Mado 
entirely of wood and being warp- 
proof and mnlsturc-reslatant, 
pressed wood Is sturdy; It yields 
easily to tho saw and does not chip 
or crack undor pressure of nails or 
screws.
